Mr. liernhard journeya back into an- 


cient history and says that tbo logisla- 
turo of which Hon. J. F. Wharton WIIB 
a member allowed theahuriir of tfretmo 
county $0000 per annum, and in addition 
to the salary, commissiona were wllowed 
the sheriff for the collection of liotmHee, 
which anionntcd to $3000 pur year, mak- 
ing a tolul of $<!000 per year paid t-j tho 
eherifl'. There might seem to he some 
point in this for Mr. Beruhurd, but it in 
simply ingenious coucualuiont o( the 
facto under the net referred to. The 
Hhen'ir was required to pay his own depu- 
ties uulKHH they were provided lor or al- 
lowed him by tho board of BupHrvieors. 
He was alao required to perform the 
duly of tax collector, the ofijce being 
combined at that time. (Evidently Mr, 
Bernhard waa not awaru o! this, or cer- 
tainly eo truthful a gentleman would 
have Etated tho facts.) Po that at the 
time cited it took the Bherill' 'e ollice and 
the tax collector's cllico both to draw the
